PRESERVING AMERICAN TRADI­ 
TIONS. 
Regardless of political affiliations 
it would seem as if every real Ameri­ 
can would be very strongly in favor of 
the Johnson 
exclusion 
act. 
There 
are those who oppose it on the ground 
that it is contrary to American tradi­ 
tion and history. 
It is very true that 
this country has always been a refuge 
for the oppressed— a land to which 
those who have never known liberty 
or happiness could come and find both 
these precious things. 
But America cannot continue much 
longer to be such a land unless we do 
certain things and do them quickly 
and one of the most important of those 
things is the preservation of America 
as a nation. 
The danger 
that 
America might 
cease to be a nation was revealed in 
startling fashion during the world war 
and immediately after it. WTe learned 
then to our dismay that large portions 
of our population remained unassim­ 
ilated and had 
not 
become 
truly 
American. 
If this condition is allow­ 
ed to continue and not only to con­ 
tinue but to become aggravated, the 
whole organism of the nation will be 
poisoned and finally paralyzed. 
De­ 
mocracy as we understand it will die 
out. 
The liberty that our democracy 
gives will exist no 
more. 
America 
will cease to be America. 
That would be a calamity to the 
world. It would be a disaster to mil­ 
lions of men and women of future gen­ 
erations in Europe. 
There would be 
no longer a land of liberty and oppor­ 
tunity gleaming like a beacon of hope 
in the minds of the poor and down­ 
trodden of the old world. 
It is a very short-sighted 
charity 
which forbids us to close our doors 
now* for a little while against the im­ 
migrants who are seeking entrance 
in such large numbers to the United 
States. 
Their closing 
may w ork a 
seeming hardship on the immigrant 
of today, but it will be a boon to the 
immigrants of the years to come. In­ 
stead of violating American tradition, 
the step would be in true accord with 
it; for it would help to preserve Amer­ 
ica permanently as a refuge for those 
in quest of liberty.

There may be some politics in the 
preliminary report of the Calder com­ 
mittee. but it is not certain that there 
is.

federal supervision of coal mining and 
coal distributing. 
It gives 
detailed 
suggestions as to how this supervision 
should be exercised. The mines should 
be taken over by the government only 
as a last resort, it says, but it is clearly 
of the opinion that this must inevita- 
i bly follow* if the present abuses and 


I inefficiencies are 
not 
eliminated. 
W ith regard to the housing situation, 
it finds that if private capital will not 
go into the building of homes, help 
must be given by the government in 
the shape of a home loan banking law’, 
.somewhat like the farm loan banking 
law*. One interesting point which the 
committee brings out is the fact that 
freight rates on building materials 
"have been more than doubled. 
The 
housing situation is pictured as so seri­ 
ous as to constitute a menace to the 
nation. 
The committee’s report is described 
as preliminary. Authority is asked to 
employ legal assistance in order to 
push the investigation further. 
This 
power should be granted. There are 
few’ 
things 
more 
important 
than 
homes and fuel and they have had this 
country guessing for too long. 
State 
laws have accomplished nothing to­ 
wards overcoming the obstacles that 
stand in the way of home building; 
and, as for the coal situation, no pro­ 
gress has been made in dealing wdth 
it, and it is bearing more and more 
heavily upon the public. 
Regardless 
of whether all its recommendations 
are sound and practicable, the Calder 
committee seems to have made an ex­ 
cellent start and it should go ahead 
with its work.

Washington, Dec. 20.—The presi­ 
dent is without power under exist­ 
ing law “to shut 
out 
wheat im­ 
ports” hut he apparently has cer­ 
tain pow*ers under the Lever act to 
stop future trading in wheat, the 
federal grain commission says in a 
special report to President Wilson 
made public today at the white 
house. 
The commission says “that while

He thinks that 
the 
time for the 
electrification of the United States is 
not far distant. 
In other words, he 
thinks that the universal use of elec­ 
tricity is coming soon—that all houses 
will be electrically heated, all food 
electrically cooked, all factories elec­ 
trically driven, all trains electrically 
operated. 
He thinks that the day is 
near when smoke and fumes of all 
sorts will be abolished and when even 
the people of such places as Pitts­ 
burgh will breathe pure air. 
Some of the things that civilization 
does are not wholly pleasing. It pol­ 
lutes streams, it defaces the country­ 
side, it destroys forests. 
Again and 
again it has been known to transform 
a beautiful and pleasant country of 
farms into a hideous inferno of oil der­ 
ricks and wells. 
By these means it 
has promoted material progress and 
increased the wealth of the world; but 
a heavy price has been paid in the 
shape of other things more precious 
than wealth. 
There will not be, so 
far as the layman can see, any such 
price to pay for the universal applica­ 
tion of electricity to the uses of man. 
This, it appears, will be one triumph 
of civilization which 
will 
serve not 
only progress but beauty. It will make 
the world a cleaner and healthier and 
more beautiful 
place to live in. 
It 
should add to the enjoyment of living 
as well as to the making of money***'

Dec. 24.—Russian bolshe­ 
vist forces appear to be concentrat­

been concentrated at Tuapcr, a port 
on the eastern shore of the Black 
S*a. and at Gagri, a port still fur­ 
ther to the southeast toward the 
Georgian frontier.

Kazak, 
southeast of 
Tiflis, while the

bolshevist

Soviet troops along the frontier 
of Azebaijan planned an offensive 
early this month against Georgia, 
hut the move was countermanded

M. Shiemann,

not arrived. 
Hope is entertained that the drive, 
seemingly 
imminent 
at present. 
may he postponed at the last mo­ 
ment. 
Independent 
Georgia 
has* been 
tolerated by the Bolshevik because 
of the trade advantages offered at 
Batum, which lias been regarded in 
Moscow as a corridor which p e n c i­ 
led the Bolshevik! to bring in sup­ 
plies from Europe. 
Reliable infor­ 
mation from Batum, however, indi­ 
cates

disturbances, the 
Georgian garrison there having re­ 
volted. This resulted 
in a panic 
and people stormed the ships iii the 
harbor, seeking 
to escape before 
the arrival of bolshevist 
troops,
